Under the ruling, if the Katy re­ 
ceives at Freeman, Mo., a carload of 
grain billed to Kansas City it must 
deliver it to the Missouri Pacific at 
Harrisonville, Cass county, instead of 
hauling it over its

Paola, Has., to its destination. In the 
motion Mr. Jameson says that such 
an order never was directed against 
any other railroad company operating 
iii Missouri. 
The purpose of the commission was 
to keep the grain shipped from Mis­ 
souri points 
under . the 
intrastate 
state rate, which is lower than the 
interstate rate. 
Th© case was brought by the Kan­ 
sas City Board of Trade and involved 
an intricate mass of rates in force on 
eight of the trunk lines centering in 
that city. 
This particular feature of 
the ruling applied only to the Katy.
